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1. Chinese treders have been seen going into various ports in Sumatra and 
bribing Dutch officiais in order to get their contraband cargos ashore. 
They carry goods which the iwtch have forbidden them to use in barter trade 
with the Indonesians. such ae building materials, tools, radios and cloth 
for uniforms. This parciice has been especially prevalent at Palembang. 
Sumatra. 


=e The Chinese tradera iivariably "short chance" the Indonesians by over-valu- 
ing their cargos and vixier—veiuing the Indonssian's barter goods. Thus, 
upon arrivel back in Singerore, their cargo is valued within the prescribed 
maximm Dit they are &ble to make a bremomious profit upon resale. 


3. The captain of a coastal ship plying between Singapore and Java was arrest- 
ai by a Dutch naval patrol] in late 1947. He stated that there were five 
Chinese shins carrying cortrebami goods waiting just outside the harbor for 
an onportunity to enter. He stated thet the naval officers of the patrol 
boat had been bribed vy the Chinese traders and that they used his arrest 
as 2 reason for leavines their post so that the Chinese boats could enter 
the harhor unobserved ty them. 


4, The captain stated that his ship was seized ani he was placed in jail despite 
the fact he had no contraband aboard, The Dutch authorities accused him of 
ertaring a port without. anthority; hovever, he clei; that the sane 
patrol beat which arrerted him had given him permission to enter the harbor. 
ie believes that he wes put in jail to prevent his ADEs 
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
